(1) a computer-implemented method of repricing an electronically received 
reimbursement claim (Tarter - Claim 13, lines 44-67 to Col. 14, line 65) 

(2) providing programming code for converting each contract into a plurality of terms and 
a contract identifier code, each term of the plurality of terms containing qualification codes, 
calculation codes and at least two priority notes, arranging the terms into a sequential series 
of terms (Tarter - Col 15, lines 7 -65); 

(3) providing programming code for converting the reimbursement claim into a series of 
claim lines, each claim line containing a claim code, a unit number and a corresponding 
charge (Tarter -Col. 15, lines 7-67); and 

(4) providing programming code for sequentially comparing each claim code, of the series 
of claim lines, against each qualification code, of the plurality of terms and when a claim 
code, of a claim line, is substantially equal to a qualification code, of a term, identifying said 
term as a matching term associated to said claim line (Tarter -Col. 13, lines 44067 to Col. 14, 
line 67; Col. 15, lines 1-39); 

and Bosco suggests: 

(5) providing programming code for determining any priority conditions associated to all 
of the matching terms, and eliminating any matching terms that are excluded by said priority 
conditions; and providing programming code for determining a reimbursement amount for 
the claim by processing the calculation codes of the non-eliminated matching terms (Bosco, 
Col, 9; lines 1-67; Col. 19, lines 58-67 to Col. 20, line 68) 



Discussion: 

After extensive review of the Tarter and Bosco patents, the applicant cannot find where 
these provisions are provided for: 

Example element 3 above: 

providing programming code for converting the reimbursement claim into 
a series of claim lines, each claim line containing a claim code, a unit 
number and a corresponding charge (Tarter -Col. 15, lines 7-67); and 

Col, 15 lines 7-67 of Tarter discloses converting assets (receivables) into cash, forecasting 
cash flow needs and matches those needs to available funding sources at competitive market 
interest rates. Moreover, the CHARMS software (for which the Tarter patentjs^ireated 
thereto) provides the abilrty-"forthe purchase" oTal! "of the adjudicated and approved third 
party receivables from the contracted service providers." (Col 15., lines 31-34). Applicant's 
claims are directed to the ADJUDICATION of the such reimbursement ^ Applicant's

invention discloses and claims how to effe ctively adjudicate and, .approve of the.third party , 
claims which would be converted in tfiej^ceiyables used by -the Tarter patent. As such, 
Tarter cannot disclose, suggest, or motiveApplicanfs invention because Tarter Is directed to 
after-the-fact processing of Applicant's adjudication. 

Once the Tarter patent is removed the rejection under §103(a) is traversed and all claims 1- 
59 are allowable. 

Claims 40-52 can be rewritten to provide for the rejections under 35 USC 101.
